T. Soutter, a member of an old and 
prominent southern family and well 
known In society here, in the south 
nnd Europe, Is dead, aged 8* years. 
She was born at Fredericksburg, Va. 
Her father was William A. Knox. 
They lived on an estate called Bosco- 
bel and later Miss Knox lived at Bel- • 
mont. her eetate on the banks of the 
Ilappahannock, in Virginia. 
She was 


widely known and entertained 
«n a 


large scale. 


Ml5s Knox was married 
to James 


Soutter and came to New York to live. 
He was president of the Bank of 
Republic and they made their home at 
the Astoria. 
He, was also president 


of the Old Dominion Society and was 
truclee for many widows and orphans 
of the itouth. 
Although by birth -and 


inclination his sympathies were with 
the south, he was opposed to the war. 
Despite this, his estates were confis- 
cated by order of the war department 
and an order was Issued for his ar- 
rest. 
He fled to Europe and remained 


there until the war ended. 
His prop- 


erty was restored to him by President 
Johnson. 


Of Mrs.Soutter's children, one daugh- 


ter married Captain Charles Fauntle- 
roy of the United States navy and af- 
terwards of

Confederate navy. 


Another married Edward H, Bell, and 
another married the Rev. Morgan Dix. 
rector of Trinity. 
One son, Robert, 


was in the Confederate army and an- 
other son, William Knox was in the 
Confederate navy.

appointed by the Governor, he to ap 
point all the assistant commissioners h 
needs, and to appoint and remove a 
teachers, without appeal f 
cision. 
Under the new charter of Sa 


Francisco the Mayor is an autocral 
Tie even appoints the school board, 
legislative, tax-laying, tax-distributin 
body. If we have a new charter in Fres 
no we shall doubtless give the Mayo 
power to do everything which experi 
ence has shown to be badly done b 
those now entrusted with it. 
• 


Nationally the same tendency is jus 


as clear, though it has not gone so far 
When Lincoln became practical dicta 
tor, through the necessities of war. th 
people chafed, more under the Idea than 
under the fact. 
Yet for the past year 


President less great than Lincoln has 
been dictator, under circumstances o 
less stress, and everybody has welcom 
ed the relief from responsibility. Whi 
congress found that it bad tied its ow 
hands and could not untie them, it dele 
gated most of its power to the speaker 
and though there were protesU at first 
they were soon stilled when it was see 
that the new "system got things done 
and well done. 
The people had learne 


to care more for results and less for th 
theoretical validity of the means b 
•which they were achieved. 


It is not easy to foresee the result o 


thin tendency, but it is certain that I 
will have a result. 
For the presen 


it will doubtless continue and increase 
It will give us good administration, an 
that is our most immediate need, 
will substitute, in New Tork for in 
stance, a boss elected by the people 
who acts in public, for a boss who 
•a usurper and acts in secret. 
In on 


form or the other, one man power i 
Inevitable there, and of the two, th 
legalized autocrat, is infinitely the les 
evil. 
But what then? 
Will It lead t 


the destruction of democracy, or onl 
to Its firmer establishment, on a broad 
er foundation? 
That is for the distan 


future to decide, but there seems little 
to fear. The people will learn to watch 
.the one man as they could-not watch 
the many. 
The danger of carelessness 


in selecting him will be so obvious that 
they will learn not to he careless. 
The 


good administration that will result will 
teach them what good administration 
Is, and when the inevitable reaction 
shall come, and the one man system 
has developed evils that demand its ex- 
tinction, the trained civic intelligence 
and conscience of the people will be ad- 
equate to the 
responsibilities 
from 


which it now shrinks. 


The success of the Republican's sub-

cise of force against them will be more 
as a police than a war measure. These 
tropical peoples care far more for the 
fact of personal liberty than they do 
for the theory of political Independence. 
They will get personal 
liberty and 


personal protection from the Ameri- 
cans as they could not from their own 
people, and to this personal liberty will 
be added political liberty just as fast 
a* they care for It and know what to 
do with it ^^

The 
spjeaker's ruling upon the motion to re- 
commit the bill with Instructions to 
incorporate It In the Nicaragua canal 
amendment was sustained. 155 to H. 
Th* naval appropriation bill wM taken 
up and overhauled. 
The bill was com- 


pleted during the remainder of the day 
There wu no general opposition to the 
measure, although it carries S4I.OOO.OOO 
being $8.000.000 more than the larfres 
naval appropriation bill ever passed by 
congress. 


•WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—At Its sea 


sion, today the senate adopted a rcsolu 
tlon Instructing the vice president o 
the United States, as president of tli 
senate, to express to the governmen 
and people of France the sentiment o 
the senate upon the bereavement tha 
has fallen upon the French republic ii 
the death of President Faure.

of the publications referred to, and had 
the satisfaction of seeing the plaintiff 
defeated at every point. 
I returned 


to this city recently to engage in busi- 
ness and have associated myself with 
A. E. Fay, a. well known printer of the 
community, for the purpose.

ture of our business will be disclosed 
in the near future.

wish It distinctly understood that I am 
neither doctor, professor nor lecturer 
Mclntosh, but "only a newspaper man.'

Kven th 


physician cannot make a serious erro 
in. a serious case without having hi 
treatment reversed by the consultln 
physician. But the clergyman can sa 
or do anything, short of insanity o 
crime, without ihe healthy stimulu 
and corrective of rivalry and publi 
criticism. 


There are pulpttx in every city from 


which are preached doctrines, not o 
religion, but of history, science, 
economics, -which are based on Ignor 
ance instead of knowledge of these sub 
jects. 
There are aJao pulpits in ev 


ery city which are occupied by me 
who know that these doctrines are fals 
and pernicious as well as ignorant, an 
that the pulpit is brought into the con 
tempt of educated men when ignor- 
ance Is preached from it. 
Tet 
the 


educated preacher must not too vigor- 
ously controvert the teachings of the 
ignorant one, for fear of not showing 
Christian charity. 
Perhaps not, but 


when Christian truth Is sacrificed to 
Christian charity, one is almost will- 
ing to see the return of the old contro- 
versial days, when Christian, charity 
was indeed scarce enough, but when no 
man dared pronounce anything from 
his pulpit which he was not prepared 
to defend against the keenest opponent. 
Perhaps some way can be found to re- 
vive the wholesome argument of the 
old days, without .reviving their better 
uncharity.

Nothing measures the prosperity of 


a nation like the condition of its iron 
and ateel trade, for nothing goes into 
so many other industries as iron and 
eteel. 
The report, therefore, that the 


iron mills of the United States have 
more orders than they can fill, at top 
notch prices, indicate that" every other 
Hurt of industry Is expanding at a rapid 
rate. 
This Is no gambling boom in 


stocks, but a business boom 'in actual 
goods for actual use. In fact, the ne- 
tire boom seems to be of the soundest 
and most legitimate sort. 
The panic 


of 1S93 began as a financial and specu- 
lative and ended as an industrial panic. 
The boom of 1899 is reversing the order, 
and beginning with industrial revival. 
A speculative boom following such a 
revival will do little harm—none at all. 
In fact,unless it far outstrips the indus- 
trial conditions on which It Is based. 


There is a disposition on the part of 


certain newspapers to belittle Speaker 
Reed because he has got on the un- 
popular side, and probably the wrong 
side, of some Important questions. But 
It will not do to belittle any man of 
the calibre of Thomas B. Reed.

ured simply by his personal ability, he 
stands head and shoulders above any 
man in American public life today, not 
excepting President McKinley himself.

American citizens, there must he some 
reason why two-thirds c-f the R.-invers 
have not signed the contracts, ami It 
is my positive conviction that ir-r rea- 
son Is to be found in the mistake made 
by the convention which adopted tne 
new growers' contract, in requiring hut 
75 per cent of the total acreage to lie 
signed before those contracts should be 
considered binding and the association 
allowed to go on. That resolution was 
passed to quiet the fears of those who 
signed, and never was intended to sig- 
nify that 75 per- cent was considered 
enough to make the association the as- 
sured snccem it ought *o be. but would 
•Imply -save .us from the bottomless nit 
of ruin that would inevitably 'follow n* 
organization at all.

among the grower* at large was to 
create the Impression-thai 7G per cent 
would be all that was needed tn insure 
success and that the 2S per cent who 
might be outside wou\<l have a snap, 
with cash down and ppod prices and no 
strings' to them, and all without hurt- 
ing the association. Very^aaturaily as

Xor 
is this . altogether from perversity, it 
in simply an amusinp and yet serious 
result of a misunderstanding on the 
part of the growers at large. From the- 
talk 1 have h»d tvHh the growers in my 
district, which Is a fairly representa- 
tive one of small growers, 1 am satis- 
fied that they all believe in the asso- 
ciation as a necessity of the situation 
and hope it will get the requisite 75 
per cent: and though more than no per 
cent of 'them -would prefer 'not to be 
tied up themselves, yet they would sign 
the contract in preference to having no 
association. 
It Is my best Judgment 


based on the study that T have sjiven 
to the question as a niatter of my own 
private business, which is the attitude 
every grower should take in the matter, 
that if the limit was rained from 75 
per cent to 95 per cent, not to make it 
safe -to sign but to make it unsafe not 
to sign the contract, then the present 
critical situation would l>e ended and! 
the association would^obtain all 
the 


contracts It needs. If'thls is not done 
it is possible that in time by grent ef- 
forts. "a per cent of the acreage may 
be signed, but 
when . that limit is 


reached it will be next to impossible to 
obtain any further 
signatures. 
In 


other words this is a case where the- 
bold action is the safer one— let us give 
no further encouragement to thns.> who 
think that there can be a successful as- 
sociation with 25 per cent outside of it. 
but say to practically every grower: 
*"!f you will have an association your 
own signature is necessary."

R. W. Wood, instructor In physics in 
the University of Wisconsin, has orig- 
inated the Idea of thawing out frozen 
water pipes with electricity and has 
made two successful experiments. 


In view of the fact that water pipes 


in a number of the citiea of the north- 
west are frozen at thla time, hi* di*- 
covery, which 1* simple and inexpen- 
sive, Is of great Importance. 


He take* the electric current u*ed.for 


street lighting purposes, attaches one 
wire to the frosen pip* Inside the cel- 
lar of one house and the other wire to a 
similar pipe In the adjoining or any 
other house thus completing the cir- 
cuit. 


A current of about fifty volts is then 
urned on, heating the pipe* and melt- 
ing the Ice within.

stood well among their associates. 


The most affectins scene of all was 


when the aged father of the boys ap- 
peared 
to bid them sood-bye. 
He 


cried like a child, and almost collapsed 
with Brief. 
The poor 
old man Is 


bowed down with sorrow over his sons 
disgrace, and It will not surprise his 
friends to see him die with a broken 
heart 
In court when sentence was 


pronounced, he broke down and wept 
bitterly, but . yesterday afternoon he 
did not attempt to control :h!s griei. He 
kissed ti?o boys on the cheek and bade 
them many a touchinK farewell. 


Then the minister called upon. them, 


and ai stated, he blessed them and 
spoke .lo them .words-of consolation and 
urged 'them to be good prisoners and 
to lead a new life when tliey.aga.in ob- 
tained their freedom.

ed, while serious tn some sections, has

proved less than might have been ex- 
pected in- view of the severity of the 
visitation. 
Exception of course 
Is 


made Jn the raise of the winter wheat 
crop, from which trustworthy reports 
as to damage are not forthcoming at 
this early period of the year. From the 
south come reports of more serious 
damage, particularly to the growing 
fruit and vegetable crops. Even here, 
however, 
permanent 
damage, aside 


from the reported loss of the unpicked 
cotton, seems to be centered in the 
states of .Georgia, Florida and Louisi- 
ana. Satisfactory reports of a resump- 
tion of spring distribution come- from 
the west, induced by a considerable 
rise in temperature, and a good volume 
of business la reported in the east and 
In the middle states as a result of the 
receipt of delayed mail orders, though 
transportation is still interfered with. 
Receipta of live stock have been check- 
ed at -western centers, but estimates of 
losses of cattle do not much exceed 15 
per cent, ranging downward to as low- 
as 5 per cent, and this only in the case 
of cattle ranges. A satisfactory busi- 
ness appears to be doing on the Pacific 
Coast and export business is fairly ac- 
tive.
